bedside when the no ted clerg yman 
passed away. 
Bisho p McCabe was stricken when 
abo ut to leave this city o n Dec. 11. 
The nig ht befo re he had delivered 
Ms famo us lecture “The Sunny Ride 
o f l ife in Libby Priso n,” at To rring - 
to n, Co nn.. and was passing thro ug h 
this city o n his way to his ho me in 
Philadelphia. 


F a m o u s a s P r e a c h e r a nd I je e tu r e r . 
Bisho p McCabe was bo rn at Ath­ 
ens, O., Octo ber 1 1. 18 36. He enter­ 
ed the Ohio co nference o f the Meth­ 
o dist church in 18 60 am. two years 
later became chaplain o f the 122nd 
Ohio infantry. He was captured in 
the battle o f W inchester and passed 
fo ur mo nths in Libby priso n. 
His 
experiences as a war priso ner wrere 
later reco unted o n the lecture plat­ 
fo rm. F’o r mo re than thirty years he 
was po pularly kno wn -as “ Chaplain 
McCabe,” and the title clung to him 
even after the g eneral co nference o f 
the Metho dist church in 1 8 9 6 made 
him a bisho p. 
Fo llo wing : the war he became pas­ 
to r o f a church in Po rtsmo uth, Ohio , 
and later w-as asso ciated as assistant 
secretary with the bo ard o f church 
extensio n.

A ctiv ity in western ra ilwa y dev el­ 
opm ent still continues to bring out 
new territory and build up new towns 
in South Dakota. 
The new line of the Pierre, Rapid 
City & N orthwestern which is being 
constructed to connect the present 
term inus of the Chicago & N orth­ 
western Ry. a t Pierre with the Black 
H ills line of tha t road a t Rapid City 
has been opened to traffic as far west 
as Van Metre, and about Decem ber 
18th will be thrown open as far west 
a s Midland, a bout fifty m iles from 
Pierre. Midland prom ises to be one 
of the m ost im porta nt towns and 
com m ercia l centers on the new line. 
From the western end the line is 
a lso being opened as rapidly as con­ 
structed to the reg ion between Rapid 
City and the south fork of the Chey­ 
enne riv er. 
The entire region w est of the Mis­ 
souri riv er has heretofore been con­ 
sidered only as a g ra zing country , 
hut ev idences of its v a lue for a g ri­ 
cultura l purposes are ra pidly being 
broug ht to lig ht. The hea v y black 
soil is rich in those chem ica l proper­ 
ties which insure continued hea v y 
crops of grain for many g enera tions, 
and the bring ing ow ra ilw a y fa cili­ 
ties into the region w ill g iv e an im ­ 
petus to grain g row ing and genera l 
fa rm ing . 


Another line is being ra pidly con­ 
structed in the Rosebud country in 
the southern pa rt of the sta te. At the 
tim e of the opening of a portion of 
the Rosebud Reserv a tion the Chicago 
& N orthw estern built an extension 
a s far w est as Bonesteel, and the fine 
corn g row ing land and w hea t coun­ 
try tha t were thrown open to the 
public a f tha t tim e ha v e w ell repaid 
the foresig ht and coura g e of the set­ 
tlers who dev eloped them. The result 
is a splendid fa rm ing 
com m unity 
cov ering many squa re m iles of splen­ 
did la nd in the American corn belt. 
The road is now being extended to 
Gregory nea r the ea stern border of 
Tripp county . It is likely som e action 
will be ta ken by cong ress at the forth 
com ing session to open up a portion 
of this county , which is now. a part 
of the Rosebud R eserv a tion. 
The price of la nds ta ken up two 
y ea rs a g o in Gregory county ha s a d­ 
v anced ra pidly until they a re now 
sellin g a t from $ 20 to $ 50 an acre.
